ON FLIGHT TO MONTREAL 


Leaves Labrador on 1000-Mile Trip 
Mostly Over Barren Country; 
Started in Germany.

CARTWRIGHT, Labrador, July 
26.—Capt. Wolfgang von Gronau 
took off at 8:50 a. m. Eastern time 
today for Montreal, continuing his 
flight from Germany to Chicago.

He brought his flying boat down 
in Independence Harbor at 5:45 p.

sian laborer, on the witness stand,

Lazareff fell into the hands of 
the Cheka once, he testified, and 
Gorguloff was one of his captors. 
88 They’ tortured him, twisting his 
arms and beating him, burning his 


skin and bending back his fingers 


until they broke.” He lifted his 
gnarled hands and the prosecution 
led him over to the jury box where 
he showed the swollen knuckles to 
the jury. 

Several tienes Gorguloff broke in 
to shout that he never had seen 
Lazareff in his life. 

“You lie!” he exclaimed. “You 
are in the pay of the Czarists.” 

His attorney took Gorguloff back 
into his chair and held him there. 
Gorguloff pillowed his head in his 
arms and sobbed. 

Once he lifted his head and cried, 

“This is tragic. My own compa- 
triot betrays me.“ 
An alienist testified that the de- 
fendant, while not mentally de- 
ranged, could not be called entirely 
normal. 

At this Gorguloff rope to his feet 
again. “That is wrong,” he cried. 
“T am absolutely normal. I did not 
kill Doumer because I was sick, 
but to protest against the destruc- 
tion of my idea by the French 
Government. I don’t want pity; I 
want justice!” 

He was quieted and the alienist 
wen on to describe him as ex- 
alted, vain, impulsive, with an im- 
aginative mind.” 

Then a defense alienist testified 
that Gorguloff belonged to the cate- 
gory of the half-mad and delirious, 
that he was not entirely insane yet 
nor normal enough to deserve the 
punishment of the guillotine. At 
this Gorguloff was on his feét 
again, tears streaming down his 
cheeks. 


i “There,” he cried, “is the only 
man in France who understands 


me. Now I am willing to die.” 

The prisoner told the Court when 
he went on trial yesterday that he 
was willing to die in order to save 
150,000,000 enslaved Russian peas- 
ants. 

“You can guillotine me, but do 
not kill my ideal,“ he said. 

His explanation of his motive 
has been that France was too 
friendly with the Soviet Govern- 
ment and he hoped the assassina- 
tion would bring about a change 
in policy. 

Henri Geraud, defense cotrisel, 
asked the court for another medi- 
cal examination of his client, wham 
alienists have pronounced sane on 
several occasions. The court re- 
fused because the request was con- 
trary to judicial procedure at this 
stage of the trial. 

Dr. Gorguloff describes himself 
as an apostle, but his lawyer call- 
ed him a megalomaniac—a person 
afflicted with an exalted idea of his 
own importance. In proof the 
lawyer handed the court a letter in 
which Gorguloff talked about go- 
ing to the moon on a rocket. 

For the most part the defendant 
was calm but occasionally he be- 
came agitated. Once he exclaimed: 

“France, listen to me! Have 
you read my political platform? 
You must read it!” 

One of the witnesses, hea.d was 
the noted atithor, Claude Farrere, 
who was congratulated by Judge 
Bugene Dreyfus or the part he 
played at the time of the assassina- 
tion. Farrere tried to shield the 
President and was himself shot in 
the arm.

posing counsel, who outlined a long 
story of what he termed “the plun- 


dering of this old man's estate.” 

Randolph Laughlin, head of 
counsel for Thomasson, told of his 
marriage to Mrs. Grace Carolyn 
Mahood, in July, 1930,. which he 
said started “one of the most dis- 
graceful rackets that ever polluted 
this court.“ He said Thomasson 
was sane at the time and that in 
the period immediately preceding 
that, when 15,000,000 Americans, 
all regarded sane were losing all 
they had,” that Thomasson “didn’t 
lose a dollar.” 

“I don’t care if Mrs. Thomasson 
is the worst or the best woman in 
the world,” Laughlin said of the 
real estate owner’s young wife. 
“Thomasson introduced her as his 
wife immediately after the mar- 
riage, opened a bank account for 
hér and bought her a home. Then 
came the masquerading benefactors 
poking their noses into the Thom- 
asson affairs.“ 

Continuing with an attack on 
Thomasson’s relatives, who he 
charged were no closer related 
than Adam,” Laughlin said “a car- 
nival of lawyers and politicians 
lived on the litigation like vul- 
tures, in a dozen courts.” 

Attack on Frederick.” 

‘‘Thomasson,” he continued, was 
forced to submit to extortion to get 
peace. He had to run out of town 
and he did run. He was up to his 
eyes in litigation, which piled up 
mountains of costs, enough to 
break a giants back.” 

He pointed out Conrad E. Fred- 
erick, former associate of Mrs. 
Thomasson, in the courtroom, as 
an enemy of Thomasson.

Brooks, former kitchen man at 
the Park Plaza Hotel, told of s¢e- 
ing a’man and wofhan he identi- 
fied as Thomasson and his wife 
struggling on the street at Euclid 
avenue and Lenox place, Jan. 22, 
1931. Thomasson and his wife 
were separated at that time and 
Thomasson was living at the Fair- 
mont Hotel.

According to Brooks, Thomasson 
was resisting an attempt to put him 
in an automobile and Mrs. Thom- 
asson asked, “Mister, will you help 
me?

ADDRESSES NATIONAL 
ECONOMY LEAGUE 


Formed to Reducé Gov- 
ernment Expenses. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 26. — Major 
General James G. Harbord today 
told the first na nal meeting of 


the National Economy League that 
conservative figures by the Gov- 
ernment indicate that by 1945 pay- 
ments to veterans and their de- 
pendents would reach 32,000,906, 
000 annually under existing laws. 
Delegates from 30 States attended 
the meeting to form a country- 
wide organization of the .eague, 
the object of which is to aid in 
bringing about economy in Gov- 
ernmént. expenditures. 

Gen. Harbord, who presided, 
read a letter from Presi‘e1t Hoo- 
ver and a telegram froma Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Democratic 
presidential nominee, both prais- 
ing the moverhent. The General 
then outlined the formation of the 
league early in May when a few 
veterans, to whom it wus appar- 
ent the largest single economy that 
could be made in the national 
budget was. in the elimantion of 
unjustifiable appropriations to vet- 
erans who suffered no (iisability, 
decided to form an o-ganization 


to correct that condition He point- 


ed out that all of these men firm- 
ly believed in just cornpensation 
to men who were really n. jured. 
and their dependents. 

President Hooven’s letter said he 
was deeply interested to learn of 
the formation of the league, and 
pointed out there was great need 
for a nation-wide and not.-partisan 
organization designed to give per- 
sistent attention to keeping down 
governmental expenditures.” 

Gov. Roosevelt’s message said he 

was glad the league wouid werk to 
create à clearer understanding of 
al] Government expenditures on the 
part of the average voter, and ad- 
ded that “knowledge of and inter- 
est in Federal and State hudgets 
by the electorate is essential to 
sustain the executive and legisu. 
tive branches of Gover nent in 
reducing Government costs and 
balancing budgets." 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd 
termed the league a . “national 
coalition of citizens to supply an 
effective method of correcting the 
gross governmental mistakes that 
are making this depression 
chronic.” He asserted the cam- 
paign against heavy Government 
payments to non-disabled veterans 
was like a war, and said he would 
postpone his next Antarctic expe- 
dition for a year until some action 
* that campaign has been obtain- 
ed. 

Admiral Byrd, who was szhed- 
uled to have left for Antarctica this 
autumn, was unanimously elected 
chairman pro-tem. Archi vaid 
Roésevelt was chosen national see 
retary pro-tem, and Graham V. 
Blaine, vice-president of the Bunk 
of Manhattan, national treasurer.

NIGHT RACING BETS 
IN ILLINOIS ILLEGAL 


Supreme Court Upholds Con- 
viction of Collinsville Edi- 
tor in Test Case. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., July 26. — 
A three-day jail sentence imposed 
upon State Senator James O. Mon- 
roe of Collinsville for violation of 
the State Horse Racing Act, in a 
test case, was upheld today by the 


State Supreme Court. 

Monroe, a Collinsville newspaper 
publisher, committed. the violation 
of the law to test the constitution- 
ality of a provision forbidding pari- 
mutuel betting after nightfall. The 
provision had been placed in the 
act to prevent betting at dog races, 
which are run at night. 

To commit the violation he con- 
ducted a night horse racing meet 
at Collinsville Nov. 27, 28 and 30 
of last year. Later he pleaded 
guilty to 10 counts charging viola- 
tion of the act and was sentenced 
to three days, to be served concur- 
rently, on each. Then he appealed 
on the contention the law was un- 
constitutional. 

Tilinois law permits par-mutuel 
betting on races during the day- 
time. Operators of tracks are re- 
quired to pay to the State a license 
fee of $2500 daily. The law has 
applied to horse racing as the only 
track activity capable of success- 
ful operation during the daytime.

Apparently Unable to Reef 
Sails in Time When Sud- 


den Wind Arises Shortly 


After Start of Month’s

KIEL, Germany, July 26. — The 
German naval training ship Niobe 
sank today in a hurricane off Feh- 
marn Belt lightship. The steamer 
Therese Russ, which was not far 
off, saved 40 lives. Within a short 
time the ‘cruiser Koenigsberg 
reached the scene. It had been 
preceded by a seaplane and four 
fast torpedo boats, which began a 
search for the 60 missing. 

When the Niobe left port it car- 
ried a crew of 100 cadets and un- 
ior cadets. The Niobe was a three- 
masted sailing vessel with auxiliary 
motor. It was launched in 1913. 

Among the rescued was Capt. 
Ruhfus, the master of the Niobe. 

The gale struck the vessel only 
a few minutes after the great sea- 
plane DO-X, flying from Trave- 
muende to Kiel, had passed over 
and, dipping low, had signaled «a 
greeting. 

The Niobe went over on one side 
and sank in three or four minutes. 
The DO-X came down safely after 
a stormy flight. 

Naval authorities were at a loss 
to. explain the disaster, but they 
gave it as their guess that the 
crew, unprepared for the sudden 
wind, had been unable to reef the 
sails in time. The Niobe had start. 
ed out from Kiel- for Warnemt- 
ende, Mecklenberg, and was to 
have returned in September. 

The authorities were confident 
that many of those who had been 
aboard would ultimately be ound 
to have been saved, but naval

the polio virus and are capable of 
passing it on to others though they 
themselves are not sick with it, has 
been shown to be a fact. 

Also there are the so-called mild 
cases which may pass on the virus 
to others and cause serious disease, 
though their own condition may go 
undiagnosed. 

With all these facts taken into 
consideration, it must at once be- 
come apparent that the control of 
the spread of polio by any other 
than absolute quarantine, a form of 
quarantine which would complete- 
ly and absolutely shut out the 
world from contact with the fani- 
ily, is practically hopeless. 

And again, if foods may convey 
the polio virus, there is no assur- 
ance that even the most drastic 
quarantine may heip stém the 
spread of the disease. 

The physician frequently is 
asked whether children should be 
taken away to some isolated spot 
during epidemics. The answer is 
that there is no way of being cer- 
tain of escape. :
